THE GOVERNORSHIP OF 
" HONGKONG. 

We have bean favoured with a copy of 
the following telegram, which was received 
this morning by. His Excollency the Officer 
Administering the Government (the hon, 
W. H. Marsh) from the Secretary of Stato 
for the Colonies : — 

‘Governor of Hongkong retires 19th 
June, 

‘Strahan succeeds. : 

*Government will be administered by Cecil 
Smith zelieving you at the end of March as 
desired.’ ; 

This means, we presume, that the Hon, 
Sir Cecil Smith, who is now Liout.-Gov- 
ernor and Colonial Secretary of Coylon, 
being the handiost officor of sufficiont status, 
will administer the Goverament for. tho 
few months that will elapse between the, 


urrival of Sit Goorgo Strahan. As Sir 
George ‘only proceeded to England in 
Novomber last, it is scarcely likely that ho 
will leave for his new post until vext wins 
ter, when he-will have hada reasonable 
holiday. . Bosides, the Government would 
scarcely transfer an official of the rank of 
Sir Cecil Smith for two ‘or three months; 
Sie Cecil has had a large ‘experience of 
Hongkong, having filled varions offices 
here from 1862 to 1875. -SirGuorge Bowon’s 
action in continuing to retain his oftice of 
Governor for, the purpose of. drawing his 
halé pay, for an official of his position, is 
undignified and mean to a degrao.” 

Sir. Cecil Smith fs so well known hero 
that it ie scarcely necessary to say much 
about his career, He is known to bea very 
capable officer, is possessed of great tact, 
and is looked upon by men who know him 
ag a*man who would make an _éx¢ollont 
Governor. A good idon of his knowledge 
of.the ‘affairs of Hongkong may be gathered 
bya simple enumeratiou of his services in 
thia island. On the 13th March, 1852, he
